The outlook for puis products certainly 
is not encouraging to large operations by 
Maine farmers. Ordinarily with the price 
of dressed hogs running from 7 to 8 cents a 
pound the keeping of a good stock of pigs 
is to be commended. They are good ma- 
nure makers, and the farms need the ma- 
oure. With the price of corn at 70 to 75 
cents a bushel, it is safe to say that there 
is no margin of profit left to the farmer in 
purchasing corm to make pork to sell at 7 
cents a pound. If the pigs are thrifty and 
are tended with close care, they will just 
about return the purchase money of their 
feed. To what extenta bussiness can be 
carried on which shall leave the operator 
only the manure, and possibly not as well 
as that, is for each one to consider.
